In 1925 agricultural output grew 
in comparison to the abnormally 
emall output of 1924 and was ap- 
proximately equal to the five-year 
average, 1919 to 1923. Prices paid 
farmers for most poducts as 
measured by Department of Agori- 
culture Indexes were from 8 to 16 
per cent higher than a year, ago 
during the major harvesting and 
marketing periods.

nitrogen. is was made avail-/ 
able by a process developed pri- 
marily to supplement, during the 
war, the supply of South American 
nitrates so vital to the manufacture 
of high explosives. 

In the meantime, farmers also 
may reap, in the form of substan- 
tially reduced fertilizer prices, the 
{ harvest of one of the outstanding 
pieces of war-time ingenuity. 

Announcement made by the Cit- 
izens’ Gas Company here of the 
scrapping of $100,000 worth of am- 
monia-distilling. apparatus and of 
its replacement with a $250,000 
ammonia sulphate plant, brought 
from Clarence Kirk, president of 
the company, the story of tremen- 
dous strides taken in seven years 
by one of the America’s newest in- 
dustries. 

“Fifteen years“ago German sci- 
entists perfected the Haber pro- 
cess of fixating nitrogen.” Mr. 
Kirk said. “It was a great discov- 
ery. Man’s supply of nitrogen be- 
fore that time was confined to nat- ! 
ural beds of sodium and potas- 
sium nitrates found almost exclu- 
sively in Chile. Though nitrogen,

we could not, yntil the Haber pro- 
ceas was discovered, make sub- 
| stantial and cheap use of the val- 
-uable properties it possesses when 
lim combination with ether ele- 
ments. ‘ 

“While the Haber process opened 
up new fields of scientific thought, 
it was unable to fixate nitrogen in 
sufficient quantity nor at jow 
enough cost to be commercially 


and 
other nations to speed up their 
work of fixating nitrogen and the 
result was development of means 
to obtain an almost unl‘mited sup- 
ply. Then came the problem of &@ 
peace-time use for the product of 
i valuable equipment and it was dis- 
‘covered that it could not only be 
made into a purer ammonia than 
the steel plants and gas compa- 
inies were manufacturing as a by-~- 
product of their industries, but 
so could be made much miore 
cheaply. 

“That was the beginning of the 
end of the gas company's career 
as a manufacturer of straight am- 
morfa liquor. So completely has 
this ‘synthetic’ ammonia supplant- 
ed our product, that we are forced 
to turn to other fields for use of 
our ammonia, and we have now 
started making ammonia sulphate.” 

Nitrogen compounds, he added, 
are a basic element in the compo- 
sition of virtually all soll-richening 
‘fertilizers and farmers may reason- 
ably expect even lower prices for 
such products.

‘| enforcement of the prohibition laws on New 


Year's Eve, or as complete enforcement as 
& small army of determined officers can 
make it. 

It is a big order. It is violating nobody's 
confidence to add that this is the first time 
it has been seriously attempted. Whether 
it will succeed, or the degree to which it 
is sfiiccessful, will depend not upon Col. 
Frith and his 200 enforcement agents, but 
upon the co-operation given the effort by 
the people of Los Angeles. In a sense it 
has been put up to us to show whether or 
not this is a law-abiding community. 

In one particular Col. Frith’s program 
promises to be especially interesting. He 
says he will arrest all observed offenders 
without regard to wealth or prominence or 
lack of it; that his men will yank lawbreak- 
ers out of the fashionable hotels and clubs 
with as little hesitation as from the cheap- 
est blind tiger in Sonoratown. The man 
who thinks he has a pull will find himself 
in the same category with the one who is 


——«- | Sure that he has not, and the same stern 


treatment will be meted out to both. 

Col. Frith has taken a determined stand 
on this question that affects the life of the 
whole nation. With the co-operation of the 
overwhelming majority here who, whatever 
their personal views, are first of all loyal 
American citizens, the Federal Prohibition 
Administrator believes he can make our 
Los Angeles farewell to the old year as 
clean and fair and truly joyous as any oth- 
er celebration held by law-abiding people 
and can wipe out the offensive and disor- 
derly orgies that too often have marked 
so-called New Year festivities on former 
occasions. 

No law can be adequately enforced where 
the people are backward in giving aid and 
assistance to the men appointed for put- 


‘| ting it into effect. A vital part of the cam- 


paign to be waged on New Year's Eve 
against the bootleg evil will be found in 
Col. Frith’s appeal to the public in general. 
At least 200 men have been secured for 
special duty on December 31 in addition to 
the regular officers of the city and county. 
But Col. Frith is depending also on the 
help of the private citizen in reporting to 
headquarters any observed violation of the 
prohibition law. 

Officers sworn to uphold the law will 
draw no distinction between the hip flask 
in ragged pants pockets and the silver cock- 
tall shaker in white-cuffed or diamond- 
ringed fingers. The same patrol wagon and 
the same hoosegow await alike the smart 
set and the park loafer, wherever an illegal 
drinker is caught with the goods. 

The number of the scoflaws in Los Ange- 
les is petty. The bad odors this small mi- 
nority can inflict on the good name of our 
city is unsavory out of all proportion to 
their numbers. In the past the New Year's 
celebration here and elsewhere has been in 
itself the strongest possible argument for 
prohibition. 

Even the “wets” should see the force of 
this. Nothing can set the face of the na- 
tion more decidedly against any modifica- 
tion of the Volstead Act than such exhibi- 
tions of drunkenness debauchery as 
the trresponsible minority delights to in- 
duige in as a preparation for another year 
presumably—of uselessiy wasted life. If 
there are any in Los Angeles planning to 
usher in the New Year by flaunting the 
Eighteenth Amendment and desecrating a 
beautiful feast Col. Frith at least has given 
them fair notice what to expect. And The 
Times believes that all good citizens here 
will see that the roysterers are not disap- 
pointed In these expectations. If they wish 
to open the New Year in a grimy tank the 
way there will be kept clear for them, mil- 
lionaire and vagrant alike. 

On the other side, nothing would more 
hearten and inspire Los Angeles as a whole 
than to be able to show the country a clean 
slate on this one special night in the year. 
Nothing would better confirm the friends 
of organic law to keep the good fight going 
during the twelve months ahead of us. 


TBBER ECONOMY URGED 

Strict economy in the use of tires is 
suggested to American motorists by Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover as one of the 
means of bringing down the extortionate 
price of rubber imposed upon this country 
by the Bast Indian combine, which has ob- 
tained szhe support of the British govern- 
ment in putting a figure of $1 a pound on 
the resilient material on which so many 
of the people of this country are riding. 

In calling for public co-operation in his 
campaign for cheaper rubber Mr. Hoover 
says that a saving of 256 per cent may be 
effected “without decreasing the use of our 
cars a single mile.” Of course, he means 
an average saving, for there are motorists 
who are very careful of their tires and oth- 
ers who “run on rags” and patch and re- 
pair as long as a tire will hold together 
and give any sort of service. 

In his onslaught on the high price of 
crude rubber Mr. Hoover is backed by the 
National Rubber Association and the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
the representatives of which are expected 
to encourage garage proprietors, service 
agents and car owners throughout the 
country to réduce their consumption of rub- 
ber in tires. The Secretary of Commerce, 
who is showing a keen appreciation of the 
situation as it affects our consumers and 
a most laudable zeal in their bebalf, says 
that the rubber combine is taking $700,- 
000.000 more than a fair price from the 
American public for the present year’s rub- 
ber supply, or at least that part of it which 
is purchased by us. He asserts that the 
increase is purely artificial, due to the le 
galized restrictions placed on imports by 
the British government. 

Whether or not we shall be able to save 
one-quarter of this tire expense remains to 
be seen. There are motorists who are very 
careless in their use of tires, as is evi- 
denced by the long black streaks upon the 
pavement left by erosion in making sudden 
stops, by throwing on the brakes too quick- 
ly, locking the wheels and sliding over the 
surface. Those prodigal drivers who are 
continually “burning rubber” at crossings 
and elsewhere in order to avoid collision 
might easily apply their brakes a little more 
gently and thus save the tread of a tire. 
The trouble arises from the fact that they 
dash up to the crossing at too high a rate 
of speed and then, on seeing an obstruc- 
tion, jam on their brakes. Such driving 
is not only bard on tires, but it is danger- 
ous. Not only economy but a greaier de- 
gree of safety could be effected by greater

Our American “Stamese Twins’ in Action

A London newspaper said recently that 
within four years America will have paid 
Britain in rubber profits a sum equal to the 
British debt to us. This statethent is stren- 
uously denied by British officials, who say 
that it ts ridiculous to urge that rubber 
profits swell the British treasury. But the 
fact remains that British rubber companies 
have increased their profits by $250,000,000 
during the present year and that America’s 
purchases formed the greater part of the 
enormous transaction, as stated in authori- 
tative quarters.

SERVANT GIRL 

Congressman Sol Bloom of New York 
doubtless thought he had launched a won- 
derful economic scheme when he intro- 
duced a bill into the Héuse the other day 
to remove from imm tion restrictions on 
foreign women who have worked as serv- 
ants for a year before coming to this coun- 
try and are willing to work for three years 
in domestic service after their arrival. This 
was done with the idea of relieving Amer- 
ican housewives who are suffering from 
the present scarcity of servants. 

When he introduced his bill Mr. Bloom 
explained its object and said that the grow- 
ing inability to secure servants was steadi- 
ty driving more and more families out of 
separate homes. This condition, he said, 
was a sad one, as it threatened the exist- 
ence of the sacred American home, the 
foundation of our institutions, which must 
perish unless something is speedily done 
to relieve the situation. 


At first blush the idea embodied in the 
bill seems a good one, but a careful con- 
sideration of it removes that impression. 
Por how is Mr. Bloom or a horde of Con- 
gressmen or policemen going to keep those 
foreign girls on the job in the home? It 
would be contrary to law to bring them 
here under contract, and it would be de 
cidedly un-American te place thém under 
a peonage system by which they would be 
compelled to work as servants in this coun- 
try for three years or three days, even 
though they agreed to do so. And Mr. 
Bloom's plan does not complate that sort 
of servitude. 

What might reasonably be expected to 
happen after these foreign girls had learned 
American ways and had come to see shop 
and factory girls “dolled up” in fine dresses 
and wearing silk hose? How long would 
they remain in the kitchen, washing dishes, 
when they knew they could be handling 
ginghams and ribbons in a big department 
store? How many pots and pans would 
they scour, how many floors would they 
sweep and scrub before they would be look- 


factory—jobs in which they could be viewed 
in all their glory of pumpkin rouge, lip- 
stick paint and marcelled locks by young 
men with due appreciation of those aids 
to feminine charm? 

If any of these girls lasted six months 
on a home kitchen job she might justly be 
deemed a strange and pharisaical being, 
unworthy of a sex that has given the world 
fully and finally to understand its defini- 
tion of the word “freedom.” 

Mr. Bloom is to be commended for his 
gallant efforts in a line that has been sadly 
neglected by our Congressmen. So far as 
The Times has noted, he is the only legis- 
lator at Washington who has bent himself 
seriously to the task of solving the servant 
problem. But ft is to be feared that hii 
endeavors, though commendable and even 
laudable, will not be crowned by success if 
he sticks to the provisions of his bill. If

This is 
one way to find use for a palace which no 
longer serves royalty.

tions were housed in the Flatiron 
avenue and 
Broadway. Munsey’s magnificent 
private office was on the eight- 
eenth floor. He had a sort of 
throne up in the peak of the Mat- 
iron, where he sat with an im- 
pressive air of mastery at a richly 
carved desk. But he often wrote 
editorial articles for his newspa- 
pers at a tall side desk at which 
he stood by the hour, working his 
gold-encased pencil. Or perhaps 
he would walk up and down his 
expansive dais, dictating to a ste 
nographer. He said his ideas 
came to him more clearly when 
he was on his feet. He would 
keep Bob Davis and me overtime 
while he dictated or wrote, turn- 
ing occasionally and asking us, 
“How does that sound?” Of course, 
it sounded all right, for neither of 
us would care to hazard a better 
or different expression. Nor was 
this often necessary, for Munsey 
was a forceful writer, and correct 
enough, though he had not em 
joyed ‘a college education and did 
not prefer college men as writers 
or editors. 

Munsey began literary work as 
a writer of boys’ stories after he 
left the country store where he 
clerked and came to New York an 
impecunious but very self-reliant 
young man. He managed to get 
hold of a little capital and started 
the Golden Argosy, a juvenile 
weekly, afterward a story monthly 
for grown-ups. His venture paid 
well, and in 1889 he started Mun- 
sey's Weekly, afterward changed 
to a monthly magazine, which also 
became very popular. The Mun- 
sey made him rich. When he low- 
ered the price from 15 to 10 cents, 
with a yearly rate of $1, the cir 
culation department was deluged 
with subscriptions. So many or- 
ders came in with dollar bills and 
checks in them that they had to 
store them in barrels and packing 
cases before they could be entered 
by the clerks. 

Quite a social figure was made 
by Munsey in New York. He be 
came acquainted with the Vander- 
bilts and Goulds and formed an 
intimate friendship with Charlies 
W. Morse. This acquaintance 
proved very profitable. It enabled 
him to get good tips on Wall street, 
where in a single year he made 
$9,000,000. He became the pro 
prietor of newspapers in Boston, 
Baltimore, Philadeiphia and other 
cities and th@n he purchased the 
Now York’ Press, a moribund jour- 
nal, which he tried to put upon its 
feet, and made a fair success, but 
not so great as he made with the 
Herald, Sun apd Evening Tele 
gram, which he afterward. bought.

cago. He Knew nothing of Amer 
lca besides the Atlantic seaboard 
and apparently did not care to 
learn anything. . 

Munsey was a friend of Roose 
velt and knew many other Pro 
gressives. He had a perfect hor 
ror of labor agitators. If any piece 
of writing which savored the 
slightest of Socialism was present- 
ed to him be would reject it @ 
stantly. He abborred muckrak- 
ing and did not iike to deal with 
social or economic problems. When- 
ever I suggested a subject to him 
that might give rise to debate he 
would say impatiently and with 
great emphasis, “Oh, that’s com 
troversial!” As if controversy 
were a crime. 

He often asked advice, but rare 
ly took it. Once he showed me 
a letter containing an offer of 
$1,250,000 for the Preas and asked 
me what I thought of it. I was 
about to say that I thought it pret- 
ty good, for at that time the Press 
was* losing money. But before I 
could get out the words he sald: 

“This is what I think of it?” 
And tore the letter up~and 
tossed ft into the wastchasket.

“Tntil the scientist goes to

The faith shall be a growing faith 
and the church shall feel the day 
lost unless there has nm some 
new discovery whereby man can 
be helped.” 


TELLS HOW SEARCH 
FOR DEITY ENDED 


Rev. William C. Isett, pastor of 
Amanda Chapel, preached yester- 
day on “The Search for a Savior.” 
He spoke in part us follows: 

“Tt is significant that to all peo- 
ples has been given'the hope of a 
persona! manifestation of God on 
earth. Greek and Roman myth- 
ology its full of it; Buddhism holds 
out the hope of a some-time com.- 
ine to the earth ®f ‘The Person in 
“White; Hirduliem. premix-a the ts 
carnation of thelr trivnae «od, 
Egypt, Inda, Chna—to al! Orental 
peoples the doctrine of the in- 
carnation ia simple, and in accord 
with their belief. In God's infinite 
wisdom He allowed other nations 
to seek out their salvation by the 
light of their intelligence, but to 
Israel he gave Jesus Christ. Where- 
ever the life of Jesus has been 
preached and shown people have 
said with the Roman soldier, 
‘Truly, thie is the Son of God.’ 

“How have the nations sought 
the Savior? The eyes of the world 
have been centered on Egy re- 
cently. With bated breath explor- 
ers have gazed on the faces of 
kings who ruled in glory when the 
world was young. Egypt sought 
her savior among the espiritsa of the 
dead. This preservation of the 
body persists through all nations, 
but reaches Ks acme in Egypt. Why 
take so much care of the body out 
of which the life has fied? Why, 
but that this same body may, in a 
future age, become  reincarnate 
with the God of 6pirite? The fact 
that Christians have learned the 
truth of the resurrection only adds 
significance to this age-long search 
for a savior. 

“Babylon searched for Him in 
the forces of nature. Astronomy 
would some day yield a vision of 
the glorious one enthroned in the 
heavens, Could not His footsteps 
be seen in the formation of the 
earth, and His voice heard tn the 
storm? Some day he would shine 
forth as the northern lights and 
fill the world with his glory. Baby- 
lon perished without this revela- 
tion. 

“Rome sought her savior in man 
himself. Caesar on his throne was 
god incarnate. though as corrupt as 
Jupiter. Greece and Rome brought 
the bodies of their sons and daugh- 
ters to the highest physical per- 
fection ever known, because each 
man might become a god and each 
woman a goddess. 

“To Israel was the promise re- 
vealed in all its clearness. The 
Bible clearly teaches that this 
promise was first revealed .to all 
the nations of the earth, but only 
did God choose Israel! as the chan- 
nel through which the blessing of 
this Savior should flow to all the 
world. So that Joseph was sent 
to Egypt, Daniel to Babylon and 
Paul to Rome. Then the first 
Christmas morn dawned. Egypt 
beheld inantmate flesh vitalized by 
the Holy Spirit and man himself 
became incarnate. 

“But still the nations search, re- 
peating the story of thelr ancient 
lore. Still the followers of Jesus 
Christ proclaim the birth of God 
in human flesh whose name is 
Jesus, ‘for He shall save His peo- 


ple.’ 

“As nations do, so does each 
man. The search goes on, until, 
wearied in searching, his savior 
in man's human sphere, man turns 
at last to the lowly stable in the 
little town of Bethlehem.”

Duck Hunter Killed by
